CURIOUS BITS 
OF HISTORY 

SOME WILDCAT RAILROAD- 
INa 

By A. W. MACY. 
Some remarkable railroads 
were built in this country — on 
paper— during the years 1836- 
1840. One of the most ambitious 
vas *'The Great Wsstsm Rail- 
road," project^"! to run from 
N w York city to Lake Erie, 
and thence westward o ths 
Ml cisslnpi river, a di-tance of 
about 1 050 mil^. It v/as to bs 
built on piling^ and Jie total 
cost was estimated ct $15,000,- 
000. Great enthusiasm pre* 
^'ailed/ and much cxcitemen*. 
Lands were received for sub- 
scriptions at extravagant prices. 
Cities were staked out at vari- 
ous points along the proposed 
route, Sorv.e people ever, .eared 
that ai: the land ^idjacent to tho 
rca_ would be occupied by cities 
and none bs le't for farming 
purposes. Numerous ether rtmdn 
were proJeete<' to the north and 
to the south, to connect with 
this great trunk line, and "ter- 
minal cities" of magnificent pro- 
portions were laid out. One 
state legislature (Illinois) plan- 
ned the construction of 1300 
miles of '^tats railroad,'^ to cost 
over a billion dollars. More 
than $8,000,000 were actually 
appropriated for Internal Im- 
provements, and when Governor 
Ford took office In 1842 there 
^as hardly sneugh unappro- 
priated money In the state 
treasury to buy a postage stamp.

Western Union vs. L. i N. 

The Western UnioD I Telegraph Com- 
pany ti]ed euit in Louisville Thursday 
against the Loaisville and Nashville 
railroad to condemn a right of way of 
its own uver the right of way of the I 
railroad on all of it& liMT !■ tilt Stet« 
of Kentucky. 

A contract which hid been in force 
between the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Western Union for the past 
tweity-seven years was terminated 
last August, when the telegraph com- 
pany served notice on the railrcad 
company that it would a year hence, 
or on August 17, 1912, institute pro- 
ceedings to build its own lines on the 
defendant's right of way. regardless ef 
the mutual agreenfl^^nHln ^Hd 'ex- 
isted in the past. 

The petition of the Telegraph Com- 
pany states that it has failed to reach 
an agreement with the Louiiiville and 
Nashville Railroad Companj regardirg 
what shall be proper conpensatiGn for 
an exclusive right of way along the 
tracks of the defendant's road, and 
that it now stands ready to pay the 
company saeh jast and reasonable com- 
pensation as may be decreed tiy the 
court. 

The telegraph cenapapy asks that an 
order be entered eondeicning the nse 
of so much of the right of way rf the 
railroad coapaoy aa is now occupied 
by the plaintiff with its wires and 
poles and so moeh of it as msy be nec- 
essary for the constrLCtion. mairte- 
nance and operation of th» tele8rap>> 
lines along the tracks of the railroad 
company in Kentucky. 

The right of way which ia sought to 
be gained by the Westein Union Tele- 
graph Company embraces 1,574 milfs 
of pole lines. It is stated expressly 
that the telegraph company does not 
seek to become an ownei in fee in any 
of the land condemned, but merely 
wishes an easement over the railroad's 
right of way without the obligation of 
a mutual contract, as has previously 
exiatad.
